that the nose of the plane was 
headed too high. As S trevett point­ 
ed the ship's nose down, it went 
Into an Inverted loop. 
"I grabbed a strut and held on 
for dear life, bracing myself against 
the gas tan k ,” Soundy said. ‘ I edg­ 
ed over and shut off the motor.

It 
is purely a m a tte r of business 
to 
them , and they a re not a t liberty 
to disclose th e co n ten ts of 
the 
radiogram . T his w ent on an 18 - 
700 m eter w avelength, and not a 
sound cam e back. D r. 
Robinson 
th in k s th e w avelength 
w as 
too 
short. H e hopes th a t som e A m er­ 
ican m illionaire w ill “ p u t up

B oston, have not lost a passenger 
or a pound of mail or m erchan­ 
d ise in tw o years, during which 
regularly scheduled planes have 
flow n 375,510 m iles. 
General John F. O R y a n , pres­ 
id en t of the Colonial Lines, w rit­ 
in g in the North American R e­ 
view , says: 
“As a matter of fact, it is in­ 
teresting to discover that the air 
Is not a comparatively hazardous 
m edium of travel but is free from 
m any of the outstanding perils of 
earthbound traffic. 
Hitherto, all

plane.

the inevitable result w ill be a pub­ 
lic recognition of th e errors, and 
a consequent n eglect or unfriend­ 
liness toward street traffic signs, 
signals and m arkings. 
This neglect will lead to the u l­ 
tim ate defeat of useful and effect­ 
ive methods

Such fundam ental errors can be 
avoided by obtaining

infectious g erm s or their poisons, 
deposited on them during a g e n ­ 
eral in fectious disease, or acquir­ 
ed from so m e 
local 
infections, 
such as ton sils, running ears, car­ 
ious teeth, etc. 
(Infected tonsils 
are the m ost frequent offenders.) 
They m ay also be put out of a lig n ­ 
ment th rough 
inflam m ation 
in 
the heart, cau sin g it to sw ell so 
they w o n ’t m eet. 
The prognosis 
(ou tcom e) 
of 
valvular d isease depends upon the 
degree of th e injury to the valves 
and th e ab ility o f the 
heart 
to 
carry on even though 
they 
are 
disabled. 
There are som e m urm urs that 
apparently mean no disab lem en t 
or no sh orten in g of life at all, 
the heart running along Just as 
merrily w ith 
them 
as 
w ith o u t 
them. 
For instance, there 
is 
a 
heart m urm ur that is frequently 
heard in childhood 
and 
during 
adolescence which 
apparently is 
of no significance. And som e m u r­ 
murs in adults also. 
I have told you 
this story 
of 
Osier before, but ITI repeat 
it. 
Osier w as a very fam ous physician 
who died com paratively recently. 
H e tells of w arning a you n g w o m ­ 
an w ho had a 
decided 
m urm ur 
that it w ou ld be wise for her to 
not marry

children. 
Twenty years or so later, he w as 
exam ining a wom an and, in the 
course of exam ination,

You will be interested to know 
that I did marry, and have six 
children.” 
Osier used to tell 
this to his 
medical students so

prognosis of certain heart m ur­ 
murs. 
Of course, your doctor is the 
on e to tell you if your heart con­ 
dition is such that it is necessary 
to cut down physical activities or 
if it is necessary to take medica­ 
tion. 
The degen erative diseases of the 
heart— not especially the valvu­ 
lar disease w ith th e murm ur, but 
the degenerative type, in which 
the heart m uscles, th em selves, are 
affected— and 
th e 
degenerative 
diseases of the blood vessels and 
kidneys are very much on the in­ 
crease. 
These d iseases are very 
much more prevalent am ong those 
overweight. 
You can think of the 
reasons.

the anniversary of the birth of 
Theodore Roosevelt. 
The follow­ 
ing outline of the meaning of Na 
vy Day is explained by R. H. E l­ 
wood, recruiting officer, in E sca­ 
naba: 
• 
"October 27, the birthday of 
that great friend of the American 
Navy, Theodore Roosevelt, is 
a 
fitting date for observance of Na­ 
vy Day. 
The primary object of 
Navy Day is to better acquaint the 
public with the history and tra ­ 
ditions of their navy and to bring 
to the people a realization of the 
necessity of maintaining an ade­ 
quate navy in time of peace, as a 
prevention of war. 
"It is the wish of every navy 
man that the people might under­ 
stand that the navy’s mission is 
to guard the peace of their coun­ 
try, that the navy does not cause 
wars but prevents them. 
"Just for instance look at the 
recent trouble in China and

held earlier in the fall, but this 
was outweighed by the desire on 
the part of the board of managers 
to carry out the policy to make the 
U. P. state fair assist the other 
county fairs and also the upper 
peninsula farmer. 
Field crops do 
not mature until late in the season 
here, it was explained, and if the 
fair were to be held in late August 
here is little probability that there 
would be a fair showing of farm 
products. 
Plan New Buildings. 
In asking for an appropriation of 
$175,000 for next year, the board 
has tentative plans for the con­ 
struction of a new exhibit building 
and the enlargement of the facili­ 
ties for accommodating sheep, hogs, 
horses and cattle.

tee.

ventions. A constitutional amend­ 
ment has several times passed the 
Senate, providing that newly elect­ 
ed Presidents take office in Janu­ 
ary instead of in March, and that 
the new congress come in at tho 
same time, instead of a year af­ 
ter the election. 
The uncertain­ 
ties of the electoral plan, howev­ 
er, cast some doubt on the wisdom 
of too hastily changing adminis­ 
trations. 
If a quicker change Is 
desired, a more certain decision 
by the November elections should 
probably be provided.
